Now They Pelilion Secretary Of State 


Tp Press TJielr Clams, 


NEW YOKE, Oct. 10 —The Herald to 


morrow will say: "Driven from the 
Transvaal by force of British arms, the 
Americans who recently arrived in. this 
city penniless have petitioned the 
United States government to press 
claims for indemnity against Qreat 
Britain. They declare that, although 
neutral during the war, they were kid- 
nipped from their homes, having to 
leave wives and children behind.

THE CHINESE ISSUE. 


WORK ON THE NEW WARSHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Admiral Hicb- 


boru, chief of the bureau of construc- 
tion and repair, today made public a 
statement showing the rate of progress 
of the work on the new vessels of the 
United States ravy. Of the big battle 
ships, the Maine and Ohio are advanced 
respectively thirty-six and thirty per 
cent. The Missouri at Newport New* 
is fifteen per cent, along and the Illin- 
ois, also at Newport News, eighty-five 
per cent. Work is progressing satis 
faotorily on the six new sheathed pro 
tected cruisers, although all of them 
are in only the first stages of construc- 
tion. The monitors Arkansas, Florida, 
Wyoming and the one known as No. 3, 
(as yet unnamed,) are half finished 
The sixteen torpedo boats and the six- 
teen torpedo boat destroyeis are in the 
last stages of completion. Of the sub- 
marine boats, the work on the Plunger 
is advanced eighty-five per cent, and 
the Adder, Moccasin, Porpoise and 
Shark six per cent. The construction 
of the Pike and Grampus is not yet 
begun.

Needs 100,000 Troops.

last February went over the books of 
the institution, pronounced them correct 
and even complimented the bank ollk-ers 
on the prosperous condition of their in- 
stitution. 


Schreiber has been missing since Aug. 


11, when he went on u vacation that 
was to have lasted two weeks. The bank 
officials, although they were suspicious, 
did not learn that their accounts were 
falsified until Sunday before last. 
On 


that day their bookkeeper accidentally 
discovered that there was missing a sum 
greater in amount than the capital and 
surplus of the bank combined. 


President lleidritter at once summon- 


ed the directors of the bank to his home 
and acquainted them with the discovery. 
The directors immediatol.v decided to puj 
into the bank every dollar that was lost. 
They called in a bank examiner and, ex- 
plaining the olrcninstunccK to him. point- 
ed to the cash sum which the directors 
offered to make up the deficiency.

It is said that the woman has also in

A Ilcwurd or Oa« Bnndrcd DolJur* 


Kor American Ears. 


New York, Oct. lO.-Oi-.t of tho Phil- 


ippiiiew has come a tale of a maddened 
father's revenge for the death of his 
son which reads like the barbaric stories 
of the days of Morgan and hb buc- 
caneers. Not an eye for an tij'c, but a 
life and an ear for a life, if the story 
brought back by Sergeants (Uoss I. Bar- 
ton and John Zimmerman of the Forty- 
seventh volunteer infantry, who have re- 
cently returned to th-.-ir homes in White- 
stone, L. 1. 


According to their narrative, while 


their regiment was fighting with the Fili- 
pinos at Albay, Sergeant Fowler, also of 
AVhitestoiie, bhot and killed a handsome 
young Filipino lieutenant named Marcus 
and captured his sword. 
Lieutenant 


Marcus was a sou of Maeeellne Marcus, 
a wealthy Filipino, who is known all over 
the island nnd who liad hitherto been 
friendly to the Americans, although his 
sou was bitterly opposed to them. 


His son's death, however, roused the 


old man to a pitch of the greatest fury, 
and he swore that he would spend every 
dollar be owned to avenge his boy despite 
the fact that young Marcus had been 
killed in a fair fight. Marcellue Marcus 
accordingly raised a troop of 3,000 na- 
tive followers and offered a reward of 
$100 for every left ear of a member of 
the Forty-seventh regiment. 


This offer at once brought forth fruit. 


Every American thcreafte?' killed waa 
found to have his left car missing, and 
many Chinese and light colored Filipinos 
also lost theirs, the Filipinos evidently 
not being above making money out uf the 
old father's thirst for revenge. Marcus 
is now said to be treasuring a siring of 
over 100 ears, not more than five of which 
could have been cut from the heads of 
members of the Forty-seveuth regiment. 


Seigeaut Fowler, whose deed started 


this savage and yet pathetic vendetta, is 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. George O. Fow- 
ler of Seventeenth street, Vv'hkestone. 
He served during the Spanish-America u 
war in Porto Hico nnd on Sept. 13, 18!)!), 
enlisted in the Forty-seventh volunteers, 
being assigned to Company (3. Ilecansc 
of his superior marksmanship and experi- 
ence in the West Indies he was'appoint- 
ed a sergeant ot the company. His fel- 
low sergeants say he will soon be pro- 
moted to a lieutenancy.

YOUTSEY'S MIND GONE. 


Shcitfs In Court His Innocence 


of Goebsl's Murder. 


HUEBAHS IDS GOEEEL III JAIIr. 


Declarcn TUnt They Are 


Hi* Life Awur, and Demuutln Hln 
Freedom—Kxcitliifj Se«tie Wlion Ar- 
tltur Goebcl Testllled. 


Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 10.—The most 


exciting incident growing out of the Goe- 
bel murder trials occurred hcVe lust night 
iu the trial of Henry Youtscy, when 
Arthur Gocbel went on the stand. Yout- 
sey becauie demented and unmanagea- 
ble. 11 was known in advance that Ar- 
thur Goebel would be the chief witness, 
and consequently the 
coui trooiu 
was 


paekVd with the best known men and 
women of Georgetown. Dee Armstrong, 
the Louisville detect!ve,<-iirst testified as 
to what Youtsey told him as to bis where- 
abouts when the fatal shot was fired 
and about the disposition o£ his gun. 
This occupied only a few minutes, as he 
was not cross examined. 


The next witness was Ail'. ML' Goebel. 


He took the chair in thai olam manner 
which so much characterized his brother. 
Judge Ben Williams began the ex.imiua- 
tiou for the lummonwealth. Goebcl said 
that he 
talked with Youtsey in the 


Frankfort jail late in the afternoon of 
the day Youtsey was arrested. 


Just as Judge Williams was asking 


another question a loud voice, rang out 
in the courtroom with the words: 


"It is untrue! It's a lie! 1 never spoke 


a word with that man in my life, nor he 
to :i<e." 


It was Youtsey. 
He had arisen be- 


hind his lawyers and was shouting the 
words in u most excited manner. 
His 


attorney, 
Colonel 
Crawford, 
turned 


around iu his chair aud said: 


"Be quiet, now, and sit down. 
Be 


quiet." 


"1 will not sit down," shouted Youtsey. 


"1 never saiu,u word to that man. It is 
untrue." 


Youtsey's wife sprang to his sido at 


this juncture and said while looking tit 
the prosecuting attorneys and at Arthur 
Goebel: 


"Now you have killed my husband, 


I hope you are satisfied." 


Mrs. Youtsey tried to induce Youtsey 


to sil down, but he refused and in a loud- 
er tone shouted: 


VoiilMey Ui*<*lurVM Ills Innocence. 
"1 am innocent. There is no blood on 


mj hands," raising his bauds up. "Tlie% 
aie swearing my life away, and I'ni iu- 
noeenl." 


Deputy Sheriffs Hearne and Vaughn 


hurried over to Youttc-y and took h >lu 
of him. lie seemed to be growing more 
violent every second. 


"Turn me loose! lx-t me alone! I v.ill 


not sit down!" shouted Youtsiy, his ejes 
Uaming, as he btiuggkd with the depu- 
ties. 


Meantime the audience was -beside it- 


s<lf with excitement, and many were on 
their feet. Judge Cantrill had to ihru.itcu 
to line some of the men before they 
would sit down. Youtsey "vva/> forced hiti; 
a ilinir and for a moment theie' was 
quiet, but again he shouted: 


"(loebel is not dead. All the demons iu 


hell could not kill him." 


The last sentence was in a sort of wail, 


and lie bigjin sobbing aloud hysterically. 


"He is crazy," went the murmur all 


over the com troom. 


"Mr. Sheriif, if the defendant doe.s not 


i cmaiu quiet, put handcuffs on him," said 
Judge Cautrill. 


Youtsi-j said uo rmr.e, but settled back 


in his chair apparently in a state ot' hall 
collapse, but still sobbing and groaning. 
Alter a wuit of two or three minutes 
Judge CantrilJ directed the examination 
to proceed. 


Thi Trial Postponed. 


Colonel Crawford moved to adjourn on 


account of the condition of the detcndaut. 
The motion was sustained. 


After the crowd Ictt the court Youtsey 


was taken to the jail by Jailer Reed and 
two deputies. He was still limp nnd un- 
able to stand up. Physicians examined 
him and said he is in a serious physical 
condition and completely collapsed men 
telly. 


After he got to the jail he began shout- 


ing again and said: 


"Hurrah for Goebel! Hurrah for Goe- 


bel! Hurrah for Goebel! Turn me loose." 


Yontsfj-'s relatives and friends are 


watching with him at the jail. What ef- 
fect his condition will have on the contin- 
uation of the trial cannot be ascertained, 
but if his condition is not improved a 
plea of insanity might be entered.

as your eyes are discursive; of flat contra- 
diction, unsoftcned by a guntle manner or 
a polite regret; of talking during a meal 
so that the food on your plate gets cold 
while your politp listener cornea in for tho 
same gastronomic penance; of pumping 
up enthusiasm which does not exist, of 
turning everything into a joke, whoro.it 
the unhappy listener is expected to laugh; 
of making vile puns without point or wit— 
these and a thousand other misdemeanors 
of tbo same kind go dowir. in this lump 
sum of sundries, and tho'lnnip sum is a 
formidable ono when tho wholo is reckon- 
ed up. 


Inn word, in morals, as in pecuniary

of Babies. 


"To tho question,'Which is the most 


valuable precious stone?' nine people out 
of every ten at least will, without tl-.e 
slightest; hesitation, «eply, 'The dia- 
mond,' " said a dealer in gems to tho 
writer, "but tbe value of a good sized 
diamond cannot approach that of a ruby 
of the correct color and similar dimensions. 


"Tho worth of small rubies—stones that 


are of loss than a carat—is if anything 
rather less than that of diamonds of a lik» 
description, but tho rare occurrence of 
largo specimens of that dark ourmino tint 
which is looked upon as tha sjne qua non 
of a perfect ruby causes tho value of these 
gems to increase in a far greater propor- 
tion than in tbe case of diamonds. Rubies 
weighing more than four carats are so ex- 
ceptional that when a perfect one of five 
carats is brought to tho market it will 
command ten times as high n sum as u 
diamond of the same weight, while rubies 
of six carats without crack or flaw and of 
tlfO proper color would in oil probability 
bring as high a price as $5,000 per carat, 
or 15 times as much as a diamond of like 
size and faultlessness. 


"All over the east rubies are regarded 


with tho greatest possible favor, and so it 
has been from tho earliest times of which 
wo bavo any record. The finest specimens 
arc found in Burma, uud from time im- 
memorial" it has been n law of that coun- 
try that all rubies of above a certain size 
ore tho property of tbe king, whoever may 
iavo been fortunate enough to find them, 
t is thought to this day there are con- 
cealed in Burma among tho treasures 
which tho British Imasion caused to bu 
lidden away rubies of far greater size nnd 
value than any which have up to now 
been seen either in Europe or this country. 


"Tho law which gave fine rubies to the 


ruler of tbe land has undoubtedly caused 
be destruction in modern times of many 
uagnidoent specimens of this gom, for the 
finders of larger stones than usual have, 
whenever the opportunity was fuvornblo, 
.iraken them into fragments, each weigh- 
ing less than a carat, to insure themselves 
the possession of several rubies incompar- 
ably less Mdunble, it is true, than tho 
original in which they wore once united, 
but still_their own instead of tho king's."

He mourns over the degeneracy of the 


service, and will tell you, "In my dny, sir, 
;he cat-o'-nine tails lay alongside th*e Bible 
on • the capstan every Sunday morning, 
and tbo crew were piped to priiyers as reg- 
ularly as to grog." He lias little use for 
;he modern sailor, and believes in tho old 
fashioned, swearing, fighting, drinking, 


down and drug out kind, who was 


handy with his knife, bis fists, his grog 
and tobacco nnd his needle—a curious 
combination, and yet one which carried 
the flag of the United States victorious 
over every sea. 


Of all tho accomplishments of the old

A 
navy sailor Is, has been and always must 
bo of a race opart. The sailor is born of 
the exigencies of the sea soK ice, and as 
those exigencies change so docs he. 
Yet 


in all tho ages tho true sailor must bo a 
different sort of creature from n landsman. 


Tho change from ono sort of a sailor to 


another sort was sudden in the United 
States navy because tho building of tho 
new navy WHS u thing conceited and cur- 
ried out in so short a time. In tho ol<» 
navy n railor used constantly to hnndlc thi> 
complicated mnzcB of tho rigging of the 
wooden ships. His eye wus trained in 
looking at .1 network of ropes to sec just 
what function each one had in tho whole 
scheme, #nd the threads stretched over a 
frame for making a piece of fancy work 
woro never moro complicated than the 
mass of ropes aloft on a full riggod man- 
of-war.

As tbc-y cun no longer wear fancy 
embroidery, they have stopped doing it. 
4s their clothes ore made for them, they 
have lost the art of making^,them them- 
ralves.

- Oswald Garrison Viljard writes an ar- 
ticle on. "The Street" Dogs of Constant!-j 
riaple" for St.'Nichqlas. Mr. Villard says: 


Tho reason why there are so few dogs 


who have homes and masters is not hard 
to find. It is because J/ho. Turks have a 
queer idea—it is a part of their queer reli- 
gion—that dogs are such, unclean animals 
that they must nover bo allowed to enter n 
house. On the street, however, they feed 
them and even pet thousand when a n^ui 
knows that ho has done something wrong 
ho will often try to make up for it by feed- 
ing all the dogs he can find. Sometimes 
when rich Turks die they leave sums of 
money to be spent in feeding the street 
dogs, just as in America people leave 
money to the Society For the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. Tho Turks .never 
strike or hurt a, dog. 
So if, as sometimes 


happens in Constantinople, you see a man j 
kicking or beating some .poor, howling1 
animal, you may be very sure that he is a 
Greek or an Armenian. Nor do the Turks 
ever kill vagrant dogs, but think it right 
to allow them to exist as best they can. 


So there have come to bo iu the streets 


of Constantinople hundreds and hundreds 
of wolllike dogs, about tho size of small 
fc'etters or pointers, but different frojai them 
in that they havo narrow., long heads. 
Yellow dogs, black dogs, brown dogs and 
white dogs, you see them everywhere—on 
tho «idewalks, in tho gutters, on the door- 
steps, under the; carriages, In every corner 
or hole into which a dog can creep and 
curl himself up into a round bunch. All 
day long they He huddled up or stretched 
out on their sides, fast asleep, no matter 
how much noise goes on about them. 
In 


the busiest busiiioss streets they lie by 
twos and threes in the middle of the side- 
walk, where hundreds of patient pboplo 
step over them, or go around them, and 
nfver think wf making them get out of the 
way. 
In the side streets arid small squaics 


there are often assemblages of 20 or 23 
sleeping in tho greatest peace and har- 
mony, until some dog from another street 
ventures in, w.heu there is at once a great 
deal of barking and sometimes severe 
lighting; for even, if these dogs have no 
homes, they have certain districts or 
places which they consider their own, and 
will permit no one not belonging to their 
partieulHi1 set to enter. Thus the street of 
butchers in Pern, tho nicest quarter of 
Constant iu'ople, has some 20 or more 
(logs that arc always to be found there. 
=5uw two doK« lying day after day in front 
of one of the gn«it banks, and one fond 
mother dog biought up four puppies in ;>u 
uncovered box at th'e gateway of the Brit- 
ish embassy.

The hero comes back from Boston with 
his fortune made in time to take the 
girl he loves from the scheming lawyer 
as they are on the way to the churoh to 
be married and marries her himself. 
The scene is laid in rural New Hamp 
shire aud the time in the early fifties, 
thus affording an opportunity to give a 
Faithful reproduction of the quaint and 
queer costumes of fifty years ago, which 
gives a delightfully old-fashioned flavor 
to the play. It is like looking in upon 
our grandfathers and grandmothers in 
the heyday of their youth and redliz'flg 
how the world wagged in their c'ay. 


The cast is adequate and well-bal- 


anced, Archie Boyd playing the title 
role effectively, with maoj fine touches 
of humor and pathos. Ata Lee Willard 
us the young lover, Al Phillips .as the 
lawyer, Miss Angela Bnssell as the 
postmaster's daughter, are especially 
worthy of mention, as well as Tom M»- 
guire, who provokes considerable mer- 
riment as the typical bad boy.

A WONDERFUL TIMEPIECE. 


WEEK AND WHEIiE THEY MEET. 


The Matllc "Watch, of Which. Marie 


f Twain 'Wrote a Description. 


"What is perhaps the most" wonderful 


watch in tho -world is in the possession of 
a resident of Prince George county, Sid. 


This remarkable timepiece, known as 


the Matile xvntch, from the- name of its 
maker, was miide at Looe, Switzerland. 
It formed a feature of the Swiss exhibit 
at the Centennial held at Philadelphia 
In 1870 aud was purchased on thnt occa- 
sion by its present owner. A description 
of'tho watch by Mark Twain (8. L. 
Clemens) is as remarkable for accuracy 
as it is humorous. The well known writ- 
er thus gives his impressions of the mar- 
velous piece of mechanism: 
"I have examined the wonderful watch 


made by Mr. H. L. Mutile, and indeed it 
comes nearer to being a human being 
than any piece of mechanism I ever saw 
before. 
In fact, it knows considerably 


more than the average voter. It knows 
the movements of the moon and keeps 
C3^act record of thorn. It tells the day of 
the week, the date of the month and the 
month of the year and will do this per- 
petually; it tells the hour of the day and 
the minute and the second and even 
splits the second into fifths and marks 
the division by stop hands, having two of 
the latter; it can take accurate care of 
two race horses that start, not together, 
but one after another; it is a repealer, 
wherein the voter is suggested agnin, and 
musically chimes tho hour, the quarter, 
the half and the three-quarter hour, and 
also the minutes that have passed of an 
uncompleted quarter hour, so that a blind 
man can tell tbe time of day by it to the 
exact mmutc. 
"Such is this extraordinary watch. It 


ciphers to admiration. I should think one 
could add another wheel and make it 
read and write, still another and make it 
talk, anil I think one might take out sev- 
eral of the \ihecls that are already in it 
and it would "still be a more Intelligent 
citizen than some that help to govern the 
country. On. the whole, I think it is enti- 


• tied to vote—that is, if its sex is of the 
right kind." 


The watch was sold for $1,400, and it 


is still pei forming its complex functions 
with the greatest regularity.—Washing- 
ton Times.

"WTicn Tliey Arc Translated. 


The mysterious names which appear in 


the dispatches in connection with Chi- 
nese affairs becoire familiar enough when 
translated, thus: Tung moans east; si, 
west; nan, south, pei north; while tsin, 
kin or king stand? for capital or metrop- 
olis, as in Peking (northern capital) and 
Nankin (southern capital). Tien means 
heaven, so Tien-tsin signifies heavenly 
metropolis. Ho or kiang means river, so 
Pei-tp is north river; Si-kiang, west riv- 
er. Che means seven, so Che-kiang is 
seven rivers. 
Shan is mountain and 


Shangtung, east mountain, and Shansi, 
west mountain; Pai is white, and Pai- 
shan, white mountain. <Hai is sea, and 
kwan stands for gate, so Hai-kwan (the 
maritime customs) is gate of the sea and 
Shan-hai-kwan mountain and sea gate. 
SUang is a city, aud Shanghai is city by 
the sea. Iloang is yellow; Hoang-ho, 
yollow river, and Uoang-hai, yellow sea. 


Yang means ocean and tse son; hence 


the Yang-tse river is son of the ocedh, 
and Tientse son of heaven (the emperor). 
Ku or kow is a mouth or pass and la 
big or great, so Taku means big mouth 
(of Pei-ho), while Nankow stands for 
south pass (from Mongolia). IIii is a 
lake, ling a hill, hsiang a village, hsten a 
tax district.

Scattered 
o\ er the surface of the lake dozens of 
swarthy negroes arc plying pick and hoe, 
extracting the tar coaly looking stuff 
from the earth.

trieVlfemm "Complain of JI11 Trrat- 


., Client Iu Trtmavual. 


Nevy York, Oct. 11.—Driven from the 


TrnnsvJml 'by forcfe of "British arms, eight 
American citizens who, recently arrived 
penniless In this city have petitioned the 
United States government to preset 
claiius~for indemnity against Groat Brit- 
ain. ' They declare that, although neutral 
iu the recent,conflict, they were kidnaped 
from their hpmes, leaving wives and' chll 
dren behind. As prisoners of war, the 
men pay, they were driven out Of Jo- 
hannesburg on July 13, railroaded to the 
weaconst in ,cattlc tciicks and then s&nt in 
the rlcerag'e of a transport to Holland. 
American consuls iu tljo ports where 
they stopped .were powerless to rescue 
lliem, and they have made a final appeal 
through attorneys in this city to the bcc- 
ictary of state'at Washington. 


These men arrived bore in the- steerage 


of the Spaarudam of the Holland-Amer- 
ican line on Thursday, Sept. 27. They 
are Charles Fowles, a mining contractor 
of "White-field, Me.; James J. Muloney, a 
miner of Chicaw>; Frank'Sharpc, an en- 
gine driver of Detroit; Frank Crces. a 
wining expert of New York, and the fol- 
lowing naturalized' citizens: Francisco 
BudjamaSkan,' manufacturer;

Phillips, a gold miner; John Anderson, a 
carpenter, und Henry Morinonstein, an 
interpreter. 


Charles Fowles' case is typical.

was arrested by two Afrikander detect- 
ives when returning to his home from tbe 
mine where he vvas employed as a fore- 
man.

out of the country as a prisoner of war.

Eskimo Hows uucl Arrows. 


As cvory one kno^ns, the Eskimos, with 


vory few exceptions, inhabit a region 
which is perfectly treeless, or ac any ratu 
•whore nothing grows but pines;:md spruces, 
whoso soft, inelastic, wood is entirely use- 
less for making bows. They Imvo over- 
come this difficulty very effectively by fas- 
tening along nho bock of tho bow twisted 
cords of rcindcar sinew in such n way that 
each cord is stretched when tho bow is 
bsnt and flics back when tho bow string is 
released. As far as wo know, no other 
race of pavnges makes use of this ingenious 
contrivance. Some tribes of Indians are 
in tho habit of stiffening tholr bows by 
"backing" them with strips of sinew, 
glued on, but tho Eskimo backing is made 
of cords and tied on. As old Mnrtin Fro- 
toishcr, the first Englishman who over saw 
tho Eskimos, in 1577, (ells no, "Their 
bowes arc of wood of n yard long, ninowed 
on tho back with strong sinewos, not glued 
too, but fast girded and tyed on." 


In some regions tha Eskimos when first 


visited by white men wore etill using hows 
with a vory simple backing, mwoly 20 or 
30 strands of Iwino running from one end 
of the bow to tho other, twisted together 
tightly from tho middlo nnd tied down to 
tho bow in two or three places. My 
friends at Point Bnrrow and along tbn ad- 
jacent coast, however, had gone on im- 
proving tho bow until it was the best 
niacie by Eskimos nnywhero.—Juhn Mur- 
doch in Popular Science Monthly.

stays in tho underground waterways will 
find in them his grave. 


Whon you know tho significance of these 


signals, it is thrilling to hoar tho three 
blasts ring out, and it must bo a thou- 
sandfold more so when tho warning to 
Icavo coincs. It is because tho sr-wcrs fill 
so rapidly, in case of rain, that visitors are 
allowed to descend only on clear days. 


Throughout the whole trip through the 


sewers there is not a single sight or odor 
that is unpleasant—in fuct/, it is just the 
reverse; from tho fitonc arches and tho 
dazzling lights, to the nickel buttons And 
tho ornaments on the men's bats, every* 
tbing is clean, bright and in order, for 
you must know thai it is only th'o mirfacc 
drainage that passes through the RCWCTS of 
Paris; all hocso drainage is removed in 
quito tv differ; nt way.—M. W. Ltwis in 
Philadelphia Times.

Kob runge, and forming 
tho watershed of t,\\o small stn.imr,, the 
one flowing northwest to .lobilahnd and 
the Kabul ri\or, tho other soiitb-Miuthwist 
to\\.ml'.Tiimnvo, the- Ijist.

The 
skin of the common rod or Virginia deer 
will not make the leather, a species of the 
animal known as the gray deer, and found 
only in tho vicinity of the groat northern 
lakes, ulouo furnishing tho material. 'The 
Gorman tanners have an agency in tbe 
west, which collects the skins of this deer 
from tho Indians nnd tbo half brood hunt- 
era, who supply tho market. When the 
skins arc returned to this country as(pipcnq, 
leather, they cost the piano manufacturers 
from $15 to $18 n pound. Tho world's 
supply of this invaluable and*ne«*snry 
material is nupplied by the Kut/.pniwnii 
family of tapncrs, who have six establish- 
ments in Germany, the largest in Tburin 
gia.—Washington Star.
